Among the deaths of infants under one year, 8 were due to congenital malformation, 5 to 


prematurity, 5 to pneumonia, one to bronchitis, one to hyaline membrane disease and one 
to injury at birth. © 


The total number of births registered during the week in the principal towns was 1,190— 


592 boys and 598 girls, of which 327 boys and 325 girls were registered in Dublin County 
Borough. 


The total number of deaths registered in the principal towns was 633, of which 320 were 
registered in Dublin County Borough. 
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
